Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 9-14, filed 02/18/2010, with respect to the 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims 
has been withdrawn. 

Upon further consideration, the previously made provisional double patenting 
rejection with application 1 1/923,438 has been withdrawn as application 1 1/923,438 has 
been abandoned as of 03/15/2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-7, and 10-24 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1 , 21 and 22, the prior art of record, either singularly or in 
combination, does not disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including, a 
first and second means for moving the first and second members, each capable of 
moving the respective member independently in two orthogonal directions; and at least 
a third member to selectively block an at least third portion of the beam, wherein the at 
least third member has an at least third means for moving the respective at least third 
member independently. 

Claims 3-7, 10-20, and 23-24 are allowed due to being dependent of respective 
allowable independent claim 1.
